To support its prograns, 
the Woodrow Wilson National 
'Fellowship Foandation re- 
ceives grants from other 
foundations and contributions 
fipm individuals, inclndlng 
over 2.000 former Woodrow 
Wilson Fellows. 

The Wilson Fellowships are 
only one of a number of pro- 
grams throughout the country 
wUch have suffered from the 
reoent decline in fellowship 
support, Mr. Roose said. 

Tnii^J.S. government, which 
in 1967 supported nearly 11,000 
fellowships for beginning 
graduate students, has reduced 
or eliminated several programs. 

It will provide only about 
1,5000 new fellowships for 
1978-73. At the same time 
nutny s^te governments hve 
similarly re<niced the amount 
of sopport they provide, and a 
nnober of programs financed 
to eorporatibMi and private 
foundations have been dis- 
oottttnnflid. 

While the country mav have 
overreacted to ,aie college 
teaebe^ ihortage of a decade 
ago, tiiere is now the dangwr 
that iv will similarly over- 
reaet to the current problems 
of higher education by dis- 



couraging outstanding students 
from considwing aoadenic 
careers. 

Mr. Rouse continued: 
"Today's undergraduates who

Senator Schweiker instrumental 
In Drafting Education Bill 



HARRISBURO. PA. (CNS) - 
Pennsylvania's Senator 
Richard S. Schweiker played 
a major role in drafting a high- 
er eaucation reftavm bill titled 
"Higher Edueadon Admend- 
ments of 1971." Working to 

make a reality of Pres. Nixon's 
dream that no qualified stu- 
sent who wants to go to college 
should be barred bv the lack 
of mcoey.** 

The SenatM feels that this 
bill "represents a major break- 
durouRh for higher education." 

The biU omitains four k^ 
proviaioia. 

ti\ A Federal entitlement of 
$1400 to every student towards 
fhil costs of poet •secondary 
adoeation less personal and^ 
family oontributioas and n<^t^ 
to exceed 50% of the college 
costs. 

2. Assurances that middle- 
economic families will receive 
financial jiupport to help meet 
the "crisis of soaring ^eduea- 
tional expenaes." *& the 
past, aid has been limited to 
oniversiQr construction, lib- 
rary programs . and other in- 
stitional purposes and to 
disadvantaasd families and 
poverty ouldren." 

8. Antborixation of aid to 
every institution in which a 
stndent is receiving an Ed- 
ucational Oppornuiity Qranu 
Bach school will receive 
monay on a student per capita 
basis in order to assnre a de- 

Eot fairness between the 
nniversitiee and small 
gea. 

4. Ooarantee of the improve- 
ment of "poat-eecondary" 
education rather than Jnat 
"higher" education. Sen. 
Schweiker stated that "I have 
always been a strong advoeate 
of improving our vocational 
education progritta and op- 
portunitiea feeling that our 



concern with aeademio ''d9> 
grees has been overdrawn and 
over emphasiaed. 

The real value of this bill 
lies in the fact that it focuses 
upon the student and not the 
institution. The federal govern- 
ment will not have anv voice 
in determining cunioulom or 
sba^ng content. 

This is in accordance with 
the oonsensus of the Com- 
mittee that political prioritieo 
should be conq>letely abaeat 
from this area. 

The Senator regards these 
measures aa giant leapa in ttie 
field of education and ~ will 
work diligendy for tiieir 
paseage. He said, speaking 
of Higher Bduoation Amend- 
ments, that' '*it will do for 
fhtnre generationa what ttie 
(H Bill did for past gen- 
erations.

Cornell College has adopted a 
new academic program designed 
to fit the needs and goals of 
the individual student by pro- 
viding four alternate academic 
routes to a bachelor's degree. 

The Cornell Plan encompasses 
two new degree programs, along 
with the traditional bachelor 
of arts and bachel<Mr of music 
degrees which Cornell has 
offered for ouyii' years. It will 
go into effect this month. 

The two new degrees are tbe 
bachelor of special studies 
(S.8.B.) and the bachelor of 
philosophy (B.PH^. Unlike 
the B.A. and the B.lfus., the 
new degrees allow the student 
to design his own plan of study 
with the gnldaaee of a faeolty 
advisor. 

A student In the B.S.S. or 
the B.PH. program may earn 
letter grades in courses, or he 
may audit diese courses and 
not be required to take class 
eisminatlons or receive gjrades. 



He does not hkve to be graded 
on independent study, either. 

No comprehensive examina- 
tions are required for the B.S.S. 
degree, but a student must 
have his advisor's certifioatlcMi 
diat he has satisfactorily ae- 
oomplished aU wott he osdit^ 
took for his degree proftam. 

Beginning this year, each 
student at reglstiatlon will 
submit to his racnlty advisor 
an outline of all academic 
work--course8 taken for grades, 
courses audited, or independent 
study-whioh He ^laas to ac- 
complish dBoltig w tenester. 

Because of mis, ' it^ will be 
possible, under the new dtpee 
ttoi^uM, for a student to study 
for loir years here without 
ever taking a class examination 
or redrtving a grade for a course 
or project.

This past weekend, Homecomingt I again heard one of 
Mansfield's favorite complaints: "We never have any 
decent Big Name Entertainment." Once again thatover> 
whekdhg silent majority is not happy. Already they are 
lopHiig forward to the Winter Weekend concert, wondering 
Whom the College Union Board will oontract to ruin that 
weeten^^ , 

But first, one thing must be made perfectly dear. Hie 

College Union Board did not contract Linda Rondstadt 
and Sugarloaf. Tliat neat little deal was signed, sealed, 
and slapped into the Board's lap fay last year's manipula- 

Board had no authority to change or drop the con- 
tract, until Linda Ronstadt herself gave them a break. 
Wh«n she wanted «Bm-aioney or wanted out, the Board 
obliged and Unda tostndt was out. The College Union 
Board, in an effort to uphold their promise of two groups 
fbr $3.50 contracted the New Torlt Eook Ensemble. 

Approximately t6500 was spent on the weekend's 
enstertainroent. Less than one thousand tickets, were sold, 
resulting in a SSOOO plus loss', quite normal for Mansfield. 

It seems the silent majority is getting a double shaft- 
both poor entertainment and a loss of several ttousahd 
dollars. 

Perhaps the best sdution would be to spend several 
thoiisand on one good group and get quality rather than 
contract two groups and get quantity. 

Another solution which might be plausible: Why not 
co-sponsor concerts with a nearby collet, eit|ier in 
Wil^msport, Coming, or Elmira? 

A third solution would save the energy of those few 
students who do speak up and wort tirelessly to provide 
<mt er taiB menlT"lt is certainly the simplest to employ, 
because it requires absolutely nothing of the students. 
And because the silent majority is its own victim, and 
sMis to be most effiolent at doing absohitely nothing 
aoyfVQf^ I vm^ seriously suggest this last sidstlnii. 

Drop all concerts. 

Tliis way, 1) there would be no high priced tickets 
2) the entire student body would not be paying activity 
fees for a concert that less than one third of tbe campus 
attends; and 3) there would be no loss. But the greatest 
aAwantaiisB is that there would be no poor antartateoMnr.

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Prof Visits England And Combines

What does an English pro- 
fsssor do on his vacaaon? 
Well, some of us visit England. 

For the last year, I have 
been compiling a biblioSraphy 
of works relating to the Brietih 
post Chnrlss iMtllen Sorloy, 
who was killed at the age of 
twenty by a snipsr's bullet 
at BftUle^ <^ Loos during 
Wbrld Wkr L 

m June, at the invitation of 
Gerald W. Murray, the librarian 
of Marlborough College. Wilt> 
shire, I flew to England. 

At Marlborongh, sorlev's 
public school, I visited Mr. 
Murray and the college; later, I 
met two of the poet's former 
tutors, one of whom became the 
poet's broChsr4n-law, as well 
as his bietiMr and sister. 

While touring the Wiltshire 
and Berkshirs countryside, I 
wished that I could have brought 
my English classes along on a 
nsld trip. 

Aftsr all, it is one thing to 
read a poet's work in tte con- 
fines of one's stBdr; i( is^ quits 
anothsr to stand where die 
poet stood while lines from 
his poems come to CMie's mind. 

For ezan^le, on the site of a 
Roman ruin in the Berkshire 
hills, being bitten through fay -a- 
cold wind that seems to have 
blown forever, I recalled Sor- 
Isy'e poem "Barbnry Camp." 

A sycUst ftnff a long distance 
runner, Sorley often visited ths 
camp. 

In his inmginaticm, he re- 
created the life of the Romans 
uho had built the camp in a hoe* 
tile land far ftom home 

"And here we strove, and 
..heta.~wa..inlLju^- xfliii^lfie-^ 
hound, MMh. Umb fast ita»en, 
all night long* And here we held 
conunuiion with the rain That 
lashed us into manhood with 
its ttkong. Cleansing through p^ 
Amd tl)s wind visilsd ns and 
made us strrag." 

Thss hn savisionsd ths alien 
soldisrs struggling against ^ 
the English climate ae well as 
against ths English themselves. 

The growth of a man's soul 
through battle-be it wittr' men 
or the elnments-bscame one of 
the dondntht themes HI ^ 
poetry.

Back at Marlborougb 

Several hours later, warm and 
bank at Mhrlbofough Collegs. 
I stood lonki]|g aoRNis the mall 
toward the chapel as sMidetn 
Marlboriane hurried to their 
dormitories firom evening prayer. 

Sorley had attended services 
in die same chapsl in Inns 

Thers I stood, as alien in his 
Qoontiy as ths Romans hid 
been, trying to re-create for 
ngrsslf ths Marlboroui^ of 68 
years ago. 

At diat time, Sorley had been 
amused by tfie plons airs of his 
contempocaties, for in "What 
Ton WIU" he wrote 

"O eome and see, it's such a 

sight. 

So many boys all doing ricfat... 

Ksvertheless. one remembers 
Sorley less for his saiurs 
poetry and for his saucy school- 
boy verses than for his insight 
into, the nature of World* War I 
when it began. 

A shidsnt in Germany when 
die war broke out and aa admirer 
of much that was Oerman. Boiley 
waa imprisoned briefly as a spy. 

Upon his releaee, he returned 
to En^and and enliated in the 
am^. Re tnis ifMkSf oom-. 
missioned. 

Many critics have noted that 
unlike Rupert Brooke, an>dier 
•*war" poet, Sorley was not 
disillusioned by the war. 

In fact, they eay. he had no 

illusions. In his sonnet **To 
Qermany," Sorley noted that 
both Germany and Bn^and 
were blind. 

In short he saw that w>^ 
was going to become not a 
crusade, out an international 
triigedy. 

On May 80, 1915, Sorley 
arrived in France; he was killed 
on Oct 16 of the sams year. 
As hie experience with the war 
dsepened, his poems of the 
lain and of, the long-distance 



Hie letters began to rsfleet 
the effect of the war on his 
sensibUities, until finally he 
wrote about little else. 

He managed to conqiose a 
witty poem ^.a Ifisad at home, 
nothngthat hn hid finally learned 
to appreciate the Odyeses. 

In Isttwrs to his parents, he 
wrote amusing lines about his 
eiqpetienees in camp, imitating, 
-fos4he ftw of it, the dialecU of 
eoldiers ssrving under him. 

Nevertheless, the more he 
saw of the war the more he 
attenq^ted to steel his ssn- 
sihilitiss to keep his faenlitss 
intaet.

^ Oetohnr 5, he had bedn 
promoted to die rank of eaptain 
and wrote to his family fliat he 
giad for die regimental 
»uiie Uhleh removed fkom 



mind. \ 

He remarked on die "mar- 
vellooB reet" he gained fkom 
•nbjssthiiff his will to that of 
the higher command. 

It waa only natural that after 
reading and re<ceadiiig Sorley'e 
poena and tetters I should 
-become intrigued by die aoste- 
nsss of ttis noet's mind. 

I had tried to imaftlne him. to 
read what must have been his 
thou^ts while he was at the 
front. If he had impreeeed me 
who could know only at sec(Hid 
hand, what must he have been 
to dioss udio knew him well? 

One day, sitting in the smdy

To be saie, not all of Sorley's 
war poetry is as chilling as 
that example, but it is true that 
none of it contains die senti- 
mental attiinde of Rupert 
Brooke. . 

jn fact, it was probably in 
reply to Rupert Biooke that 
Sofley worti what have been 
titled "TWO Sonnets on Death.*' 
After alU Brooke had never 
been in battle when he died 
en route to Qsllipoli. 

Standing In the College 
chapel and looking at the rows 
of plaques placed there in 
memory of the dead of World 
war I, I located the simple 
btottse memoilal which, marks 
*8orley*s eoonection #ith the 
College. 

* The evei^ng was cool, ths 
chapel dasvn and etill* As I 
stood thim surveyiiig the aiem- 
orlsls, I reealled the lines from 
the seoond of Soileiy's sonnets 
on death and the nought how 
Ironictiiy appropriate they had 
become: 

"Such, sudu is Death: no 
triumph: no defeat: 
Only an enpiy ^ail, a alate 
rubbed dean, 

A mereiftil pnitiiig away oT what 
haa bean. 

And your bright Promtaa, wtdl« 
ered long and sped. 
Is touched, stirs, rises, opens 
and grows sweet 
And blossoms Mad is you, when 
yna aiw dead." 

Of epnrse, one does not need 
to go to England in ordnr to 
appreciate English poetry, 
ftoe betide us if he did. 

But visiting a poet's country- 
side, speaking with those who 
knew « him, and imaginctively 
recreating his world and Hiring 
his fears adds aaibooaum&leable 
dimenaion to one*i nnderstiad* 
ing of both poetry and flMh.

Hore important, thon^, is 
that the College Board will not 
send in any advance deposita so 
as to avoid fraudulent agenta. 
This way, ^ groups may can-

dollars. 

Also, the Board will cheek, 
with other schools in nearby 
areas that are having concerto. 
If the group is one appreciated 
by the students, then arrange- 
menta will be made to contract 
the group to come to Mansfield.

State colleges to combine to 
contract one popular group to 
make a tour of Uie colleges in 
a period of several weeks. The 
colleges would get cheaper ntes 
because of the proximi^ of the 
colleges, but without hurting the 
partieipatioD of ontoiders to come 
to title school to see the concert.

Prison Reforms Started 

Before Attica Incident 

WashingtOQ (WCNS) While the recent riot at Attica 
State Prison and subsequent deaths of 42 inmates and 
guards has focused public attention on "correctional 
institutions,*' the federal government increased its 
'atta<d[ on tlte ''prison reform prolil^** bick in 1969. 



"The American system for 
lu^recting and rehabiUatating 
ENriininais presents & convincing 
cas« of failure," President 
Nixon said on Nov. 13, 1969. 
when he ordered Attorney 
General Jolm liitohell to impU- 
ment a new t8i>olnt program to 
inpove the oorreetioos system. 

*A nation as re source Ail as 
oars should not tolente a record 
of such futility.** 

The most dramatic rMvU 
the Nixon order was last year's i 
addition to the 1968 Safe Streets 
Act to provide nors ftods to 
state and loeal eorrsetions 
systems. 

The Administratioa^pn^osed 
amendment was sponsored, by 
Sen. Roman Hruska (R-Ne^. )» 
ranking minority member on die 
Semte Jndleiary Coaunittee. 
^ ^e increase la moAey avail- 
able for ImpioviBg the pnysical 
facilities and nxHleinising re* 
habilitatioa programs illustrates 
how fast the government has 
moved:

These funds now represent 
more than 35 percent of the 
total spent by the law Enforce* 
meat Assistance Administration 
(LEAA), tile inrinciple federal 
agency for ftmding state and 
local correctlaas; in 1969 the 
figure was 4.8 percent. 

The rest of LEAA's 1972 
$698 mil lion bud get goes to such 
~ areas as pwTce educaff^, 
juvenile delinquency programs* : 
and streamlining court systems. 

Under the 1968 law that 
established LEAA. states re- 
ceived funds through block 
graius CD a 50-50 basis* 

"Hm Nixon Adminisrtation's 
addition to this law, known as 
"Part E.'* s^ UD discreticMuury 
grants specifically tot oorrec- 

dons, to whidi states must 
contribute only 25 pMOeat 

Htrt E* funds in 10^1 paid 
more attention te conmunity 
programs than any otiier priority; 
youth services, halfway houses 
and group or foster homes led 
the $34 million bndgei in this 
category. 

In terms 'of improving the 
physioal conditions erf prisons. 
LEAA A^miniiBtrator - Jerris 
Leonard reiterated after Aftica 
the fedreal govemmetit's refusal 
to fund "more fortress prisons 
where prisoners are locked away 
and forsotten.** 

**ln fact. LEAA has turned 
do4n several requests for money 
to build such outmoded institu- 
tions,** Leonard said. 

to help solve the problem 
M^EAA in the lasi two years 
graniea tne University of 111- 
inois and the Universi^ of 
Pennsylvania a total of $250,000 
to design new models for prisons 
of the future. 

States received more than 
$20 million in fiscal 1971 to 
remodel and build tiieir Jailsi» 
$5 millioB more than in fiseat 
1970. 



Finally, the Administration 
has encouraged citiaen support 
for new efforts to upgrade cor- 
reotlons programs. 

"NOne of our vocational ed- 
ucation programs, our work 
release efforts, our halfway 
houses, or our probation systems 
will succeed if the community 
is unwillinx to extend a new 
opportunity.^' President Nixon 
said in his 1969 order to Mitchell. 

"If we tnni our back on the 
ex-conviot, ^en wa Bhonld not 
be surprised if he a^tin truns 
his ^ back on us." 

"A nation as resourceful as 
ours should not tolerate tr" 
record of such fulity in its 
correctional institutions. Clearly, 
our rehabilitative programs 
rewuire immediate and dnunatic 
reform/* said President Ntani. 
on R^ember 18, 1969. 

Prisident Nixon's Actions: 

1) Thirteen-point plan: Asked 
Attny-Gen. Jobn Mitchell to take 
action on 18 areas tn the re- " 
habilitaticn and eriada reform 
fields-Nov. 18, 1969. 

2) New Grant Program: Asked 
for and received Congressional 
approval to expand pant pro- 
grams to states and localities 
to improve^ their prisons and 
Jails. Passed as part of 1968 
Omnibus Crime Control and Safe 
Streets Act, 



8) Task Force on Prisoner 
Rehabilitation: One of 18 task 
forces set up when Nixon took 
iiffice. -Reported 4a January 
1970 a number of recommenda- 
tions, many of which have bean 
impleoMnted and jue in tiie'pco- 
cess of review. 

4) Cmisus: Prompted the first 
censBS of the counhy's prisons, 
qovering more than 3.300 Jails 
in eities and countries over 
25,000. More than 25 percent of 
the cells were buildings over 
50 years old. 

5) National Qonference • 
Called on June 10. 1971 a 
National Canferenoe on Cor- 
rections to meet in Washington, 
D.C. at the end of 1971.

Los Angeles, Calif. ~ O.P.) - 
Marijuana could become com- 
petitive with alcohol as' a pop- 
ular intoxicant, a UniversiQr ^ 
Califooai at Los Angeles 
pharmacologist foremt here 
recently. 



"It is conceivable that mar- 
ijuana could become competitive 
with alcohol, exhibiting many of 
the same qualities for moderate 
and excessive use over long 

8eriods of time," declared Prof. 
lUiam tt. Meaiothlin. 

"Future patterns of marijuana 
use Will include aoKHintB sub- 
stantially above ttiose typically 
observed today, with daily con- 
s^nvilQn of 4 to 6 cigarettes not 
being luyeommon among regular 
users.*' he predicted. 

*'mm die availauilf of ths 
more potent (cannafna) pre- 
parations, some individuals will 

consume several times this 
amount," Prof. McGlothlin said. 
At present the typical, current 
"marijuana user" in this country 
probably smokes no more than 
one cigarette per week, he noted. 

"A student who smokes one 
marijuana cigarette daily would 
be considered a heavy user by 
chifeDt standards ~ yet his 
cbnsumptico is only 1&% of what 
is considered jMdiakte in East- 
em countaries and no more than 
1 or 2 percent of what is regarded 
as very heavy use" there. Prof. 
McQlotiiUii said.

"It should nto be concluded 
that a relattvely high percentage 

of future marijuana users will 
be considwed to sonsume ex- 
cessive amounts," he declared. 



"Rather the standards of what 
ii considered light, moderate, 
andYeavy usage are likely to be 
shifted upward. 

' 'Also, the more potent can- 
liabis preparatioos will not nee- 
essuily r«Hplace pcelereDce' for 
marijuada MBong users, any more 
than the availability of distilled 
liquors eliminates the demand 
for beer and wine.,. 

At present, he concluded, the 
prevalence of one or more trials 
of marijuana among students at 
urban West Coast colleges ap- 
pears to be aroaid 00 percent. 

Tb^ rate for urba^ Best Coast 
schools is slighay less, while 
those from Midwest and Southern: 
colleges are no more than half to 
two-thirds the West Coast rate.

How are teachers chosen:^ 
The process o[ selecting faculty 
for instruction is pniiiarily a 
responsibilitN' ot the (le|)aiiment 
cniK-eiiied. The department i-iiaii- 
man or a coiiumttee of the dcpait- 
ment, determines the (pialirica- 
tions needed and then a search 
IS made for the luost competent 
person available. 

This search extends to major 
universities and solicits the 
help of i)lacemeni agencies and 
professional colleagues. 

The departments and deans 
also seek and review evidence 



about the individual's history 
of success in other positions. 
Letters of recommendation are 
souglit and telephone calls are 
made to recommenders for veri- 
fication and clarification. 

Selected candidates are invited 
to campus for interviews and 

appointment is made after re- 
commendation by the department^ 
the dean and the Vice President 
for Academic Affairs. 



How are teachc^rj pvsfuated? 

Evaluation loading to a tenured 
appointment is a continuous 
process which lasts fcr various 
periods depending upon the 
previous experience of the new 
person. 

Usually the period for eval- 
uation is three to four years for 
those who have had significant 
experience in a college or univer- 
sity, but it may be as long as 
six years in other cases„ 

Evaluation is a primary re- 
siuMisibility of the department 
chairman, but he is rcjuired to 
solicit advice from oUier iiiemliers 
of the deparuiient. 

We have taken the position 
tliat leaching is the sine qua 
lion for faculty. tlierefore, 
judgements about suitability for 
tenure tend to center about 
success ill teaching. 

Other essential professional 
and pcrs(mal characteristics are 
:ilso taken into consideration 
in aiMvin^ at a (lecision, 

It IS not niUair to sav that 
deiiartnients differ in the rigor 
apj)lied to the evaluation i)rocess 
and in the extent to which o- 
pinioiis about the faculty mem- 
bers perfomiance are sought. 

Some departments solicit 
student opinion and others sim- 
ply react to occasional input 
l)otli good and bad. 



Tenure is granted to a faculty 
member by the Board of Trustees 
only after the above evaluation 
process and the recommendation 
of the President. 

How can a teacAer be temoved 
from tenure? 

Unless an individual resigns 

this can be a long, difficult 

process which may involv,e 
court action. 

Elements of the procedure 
are described in detail in "The 
Tenure Policy of Mansfield 
State College" (a copy is held 
by each faculty member). 

1) There must be cause for 
dismissal that is related direct- 
ly and substiintially to the fitness 
of the faculty member in nis" 
professional capacity as a 
teacher or researcher. 

2) The faculty member is 
protected by right of due ()rocess 
and the charges nmstb.^. "(rained 
with reasonable i)articulariiy 
by the President on his dele- 
gate/* 

3) The burden of r)roof that 
adetiuate cause exists le-ts with 
the adiuinisiia tion.

Harrisburg, Pa. (CNS) A bill 
to lower the minimum age re- 
quirement for State Senators 
from 2'5 to 21 yearti has been 
introducted into the State Sen- 
ate by Senator Robert A. Rovner 
(R - 6th District). 

"I feel that America needs 
the dissent, the vision, the con- 
structive action of youth in the 
years ahead. One of the best 
ways to provide this needed in- 
flux of ideas is to give our young 
adults the right to hold public 
office," Rovner said. 

"Although the 18 year old has 
the right to vote, many of these 
young people feel frustrated by 
the lack of communication with 
tne "power structure. We must 
give these young people the 
right to seek and hold office 
and to participate in a responsi- 
ble manner in the government of 
state and nation." Rovner noted. 

The minimum age for State 
Representative in the Common- 
wealth is presently 21 years. 
The passage of this bill would 
make the minimum age 21 years 
for all positions in the State 
Legislature. 

Rovner: 27. is the youngest 
Republican Stale Senator in the 
his lory of the Commonwealth. 

"Today's young people are 
a viuch better educated genera- 
tion, They are deeply interested 
in the future of our country 
and they are living in a world 
that, although they inherited it 
from the former generation, they

Pros And Cons Of 4-1-4 System 

^yzo d f or MSG 




A study has begun to review 
die proposed 4:1:4 program for 
Mansfield. The 4:1:4 system is 
a four-month semester with a~ 
one-month interim period. Mans- 
field is under a 5:4 semester at 
this time. 

A"^sub-committee of the Aca- 
demic Council has been organiz- 
ed to investigate various altema- 
t i v e gtlendars for-HasiTield. 

The committee is ebmposed 
op.^ Mr. Lunn^ ehaifman, and 
pirector of Admissions; Dean 
Kelohner, Dean of Men; Mr. 
Engels, head of the Math Depart- 
ment and; Dr. Wunderlick. Dean 
of Graduate Courses. 

This sub-committe^ Is a fact- 
finding taivestigation to deter- 
mine what effects a 4:1:4 semes- 
ter might have on a State Col- 
lege. It is not makint; any final 
decisions on the results of its 
study, but only to suggest pro- 
posals and recommendations. 

Mr. Lunn explains that die 
proposal is "Just in the (nocess 
of being studied" to explore the 
"positive and negative side" of 
the 4:1:4 semester. He also 
stated that it must be approved 
by students, faculty, and admin- 
istration. 

Mr. Lunn is studing how the 
proposed system at other schools 
IS operating .specifically at • 
Bdlnboro State and East Strouds- 
burg: State 

Some interesting results were 
brought out which would deter- 



mine die future of the 4:1:4 ays- 
"-tem. At Edinboro die new system 
was tried out this semester, and 
already the Faculty. Senate had . 
votedliitiist eoiklioning it next 
year. • 

IRhe Edinboro S«tate has 
listed several reasons why they 
object to the four-month semester. 
There is too short a period be- 
tween die summer school session 
and the fall term. 

To allow die semester to end 
h e fdr e Chri ihaM Vaoatita/^n-' 
boro had to open before Labor 
Day* lliie interfered idth summer 
■ohod. : > " 

At Mansfield, the same pro- 
blem would exist. Freshmen 
would have to be at school 
Aug. 28,1978, if it were to 
he put into effect next year. 

Bdinboro eqilained diis would' 
he a disadvantage for the student 
as it miid^t interfere with a sdaBi- 
iob or a student vacationing witii 
his family. 

Then, is the problem with the 
Spring and Winter collegiate 
program. The Sports schemiles 
are planned 3-4 years in advance. 

The Edinboro Senate com- 
plained diat die new teraoi systm 
would complicate die sports 
program. The basketball teain or 
other sports would he playing to 
an empty gymnasium. Mansfield 

would have die same prottfem 
if they allowed a month off. 



Above are Just some of the 
disadvantages of a 4:1:4 term. 
On die positive side is die one- 
month interium period, althou^ 
tiie committee is still indecisive 
about what to expect from it. 

According to Mr. Lunn, dis- 
cussions will beheld on whether 
to allow a month off for students 
or re^tir» the >» tude n t s t o co me 
back alter Chijithaas vacation 
for a two-wsck i^eriodi. . Thia is 
under study ri^t; now. 

If one month interium period 
is acceptable to the college- 
short seminar courses could be 
offered to Uic aUident. A course 
could be offered that the student 
would not normally take during 
the school vear. 

He could c(xicentrate on just 
one seminar and still get credit 
for it. Tot example, an Ecology 
seminar would give the student 
more of a chance to exchange 
views than to just listai to 
lectures. 

Authorities on the subject 
could be invited to speak. The- 
latest developments could be 
researched. 

Tripe to finrepe or field pro- 
jects would be- offered the 
student. More time would be 
devoted to field trips and listen- 
ing to various speakers. 

Mr. Lunn states that the dis- 
advantages and advanj^gesare 
both .-being >:Tes«Mebed ^ 4H*lf 
the cQ^ega come to a deiB-' 
isidn.

In a supportive statement of 
die board, MSC President 
Lawrence Park said of die 
proposed budget: 

"The Budget ftw 197e-73,innl 
projectione to 1976 have been 
based on long range planning 
as reflected in th9" College 
Master Plan to 1980. This plan 
assumes that: 

1. "Undergraduate enroll- 
ments will remain relatively 
stable through 1973 at about 
3,200. and ttien will increase 
each year to a maitimum size 
of 4,500-4.800 by 1980. 

2. "Enrollments in graduate 
study (largely teacher education) 
will show modest increases. 

3. "Continuing education 
opportunities will increase 
siguificantiy for teachers in 
service and for other groups in 
our region. 

We believe ttet diis College 
should share leadership in 
improving the quality of life 
for Northern Pennsylvania. We 
believe also that this objective 
can be realized through programs 
which are laigel|r, if not totalty. 
self-supporting. 

Our planning also calls for 
coordination in this sphere with 
Penn State and area colleges. 

4. "The college will begin 
new programs wnioh will de- 
crease (initially hold steady) 
enrollmenta in most teacher 
educatidn ^ograms and provide 
hew opportunities in other 
fi^ds-induding medical tech- 
nology, library technicians, data 
processing, information sceinces 
and police science. 

5. "Liberal Arts Programs 
should be strengtMrned if llaaB* 



field is to be a multipurpose 
college witti a range of offer- 
ings in academic disciplines^ 

6. "It is our intention to 
introduce also new programs of 
instructiitmal metbod(doBr ne- 
cessarily reflected*in dienuteet. 

Our curriculums will provide 
greater flexibility in *k changing 
market place. Programs of in- 
d^endrait studyi computer- 
assisted instruction, utilizing 
our present and planned for cap- 
acity, credit examination and 
less resttletive curriculum 
requirements will be inttoduce^ 
in this budget period. 

"Also intended for this plan- 
ning period are curriculum chang- 
es which will help our relatively 
insulated student body in ccn- 
tact with urban centers-a 
critical (woblem for preservice 
teacher educatimi. 

7. "We have an obligation 
to provide programs for able, 
but disadvantaged young adults. 
Provision has bcien m<-,ue in this 
budget period to increase pur 
efforts particularly as they 
affect minority groups. 

8. "Mansfield is relatively 
isolated geographically. The 
fact tiiat more dian 3^000 .yowia 
adults live and study in a nml^ 
setting has advantages and 
disadvantages for their growth. 

In order to meet our obligations 
to diem we must develop social 
and educational programs not 
usually neediid for colleges ^ 
centers - of pctpulation.

Route Selected For Appalacian Trail 

Will Run ThrougtrR^Sfafe^^ 



The offi^aT route of tbe 
Appalachian National Scenic 
Trail has been selected. By the 
time this is read, general nar 
rative descriptions and maps of 
the route in each of the 14 states 
through which the trail runs will 
have been published Jn file 
Federal Register. 

^^^e proposed . Appalachian 
National Scenic TH'il was pub- 

. lished in the Federal Register 
of Feb. 9. 1971 to give Federal, 
state and local governmental 
bodies and private organizations 
and landowners and users direct- 
ly affected by the pri^sed 
MUl iDttte opftortuniiies to pnd^ 
viiQe advice and, assistance in 
selection of the official route. 

According to the Interior, the 
official route has been selected 
to minimize adverse effects on 
adjacent land owners and land 
users virile still affording the 
best possibie' trail locations 
along the entire E.OOO^mile 
length of the trail corridor.

One of die new course offered 
this fall semester by the new 
expanded physical education

course in self-defense. Mr. 
Murray Davidson is die in- 
structor of this class <^Hposed 
of 30 students. ~~ 

Mr. Davidson explained ' diat 
the decision to make the course 
coetocational was made for 
twe basic reasonsothe staff 
that both-^ male and female 
would benefit since in spearate 
classes a female would never 
get to actually defend herself 
against a male attacker and the 
second reason is that the phy- 
sieal education staff is limited. 

the course has five main 
objectives: 

1. Learn aad pnntlna afc. . 
armed and one arm self-defense. 

2. Learn the proper attitues 
— 4oward fighting. 

3. Learn the varoius tech' 
niques and apply them in Ciffltin 
combatitive situatioos. 

4. Learn the legsl aspects 
—cf- s e l f-defen s e . — - 

5. Develop and appreciate 
physical fitoees sad self-def- 
ense. 

To fulfill these objectives 
Mr. Davidson has taken the 
best methods of defense from 
self-defense, karate, and iudo' 
and has endeavoured to^^iow^ 
ttiMh to die students.

plemented by the texu "Judo 
for High Sdiool and College 
Stiidents." 

The course also stresses 
safety measures. Easmples o f 
these safety metho48 are proper 
warm-up before the class and 
being able to fall pr(^erly. 

Students have been instructed 
in front, back and side falls.

Extracurricular llaciUtUs of 
the newly" renovated building 
induce a living center for both 
social and entertaining func- 
tions, and work rooms equipped 
with typewriters and sewing 
machines for those one hour 
lay-offs between classes. 

The latest in modem cooking 
I4>pliances also are at special 
interest to the students.

For the past several weeks, rumors implied the initi- 
ation of a 4:1:4 system at Mansfield. This system would 
end the fall semester before C^risomis; allow a one 
month interim period for vacation* stu#, or travel; then 
, begin the spring semester. c 

Several disadvantages exist, though. There may be 
too short a period between the summer school session 
and the fall term. 4:1:4 could interfere with sports 
schedules, often planned 3-4 years in advance. \ 

Those students who choose not to study or travel, 
could find the month a con«plete waste, especially if 
they want or need a job and 6pnnot find one. 
^i^^. -sub-comimttee of the Academic Council, charged 
with investigating various alternate calendars for Mans- 
field, recommended the adoption of a 14 week semseter 
calender. The recommendation held a provision that the 
fall semester end before the Chiistmas holiday period.

The faculty sees the effect of vacations, the students 
feel it, and their stndies show it. Practically, it gets a 
little expensive, especially for students paying for 
rides. Christmas vacation is a rush to the library, a 
quickie term paper, and a dread of the new year with its 
pressure packed weeks before exams,, ; 
It's a prick in the posterior. / 
We do not need a 4:1:4 system, but a 14 week semes- 
ter would be a welcome modification. It may mean start- 
ing in early September with a shorter Thanksgiving 
.vacation, or starting in middle September with but one 
lor two days of vacation^. 

But it could also mean starting second semester 
directly after Chris Unas vacation,_and then gettin g_ojU 

It could mean, less expense and less worry over 
grades and studying. . 

But Faculty Council defeated the proposal. Now it 
means nothing, unless students act and express interest 
to their faculty and student goveinnaent. _ _ •
